” Snobs and Snobbery. 


The lecture in the People’s Course last. 


Monday, night, by Col. L. F. Copeland, was 
well attended in spite of the inclement 
weather, and the subject “Snobs and Snob- 
bery’”’ proved to be instructive and enter- 
taining, fairly bristling with humor. Though 
at times he may have seemed 6 some a 
little irreverent in a few of his “expressions, 
yet his assaults on many of i tic 
which prevail in society were to the po 
and nothing but strict truth. Col. Copeland 
besides being eloquent posesses a power of 
intense-passion,; which kéeps the attention 
of his audience, and _his ability to mimic 
aided much in-this-direction. For all the 
little digs at our pride or ‘‘snobbery” as he 
called it, or for some little things which per- 
haps did not exactly suit’ us, we think it 
possible to forgive the lecturer, in consid- 
eration_of the keen enjoyment which he 
furnished, and the “food for reflection’’ of 
which there was sufficient to last for many 
aday. Everyone should have profited and 
be made better by what was heard. Gol. 
Copeland believes all people equal in God's 
eyes, but it is the classific tion. ., persons 
that is the cause of snoblert? There - is 


caste in all kinds of life, social, political, 


religious and commercial, It is more evi- 
dent in England and the European}countries 
than in the, United States, but it-has a large 
hold on the South and jNew. England, while 
there is not’so.mych. in the West. Unlike 
other nations, America entertains caste in 
the color line. It does -not always take a 
rich man to beasnob, You can find them 
also among the poor, learned, or ignorant; 
One forcible illustration of Col. Copeland's, 
was the ridiculous manner in which some of 
our fashionable families pay attention to 
foreign visitors and men with titles. He 
explained the snobbery in religions life, and 
in fact in almost every way we meet it, de- 
nouncing it in the severest terms. A little 
more such talk from the lecture platform 
might tend to remove some of the existing 
pride among our people. On the whole the 
lecture was a decided success, and will as- 
sure Col. Copeland of a warm ‘reception if 
he appears again in this town.
